AMA INSURANCE 

All AMA Amateur riders’ 1971 
coverage for hospital and medical 
expenses will be $10,000 maximum 
total. Continental Casualty Company 
policy No. 68032565, effective January 
1, 1971 covers all Amateur riders, 
pitmen and mechanics who have valid 
paid up AMA cards. This coverage is in 
effect during the official period of 
practice and the running of AMA 
sanctioned Amateur events. 

Medical expenses will be paid on an. 
unallocated basis as follows: After the 
first $25 deductible, the coverage pays 
75% of the total hospital and medical 
expenses to a maximum of $10,000. 
The injured rider pays the remaining 
25%. $5,000 death benefit will be paid 
separate from the medical benefits. 

Upon receipt of the referee report 
notifying the AMA of the accident, the 
rider will be sent a claim form, which 
must be completed and returned to the 
AMA office. 

These bills for payment are to be sent 
to the attention of M.R. Vancil, 
Director of Amateur Activites, P.O. Box 
231, Worthington, Ohio, 43085. Send 
bills as soon as you receive them. Do 
not hold for completion of your case.

Writin’around 


soos The Question Is ‘How’? 


..It is hard to believe that the free ride-is over. Back in 1969, when we blew the 
whistle on the new Federal regulations banning motorcycles from public lands, we 
were accused of everything but good journalism. Now that those regulations are 
enforced in many areas of the nation, motorcycle off-road recreation is being 
jammed onto smaller and smaller “reserves” destined to diminish into the final 
solution of "concentration sites" described in those regulations, where we may ride 
to our heart’s content as long as we don’t exceed 25 mph. The issue is clear: the 
off-road motorcycle won't be tolerated, integrated or accommodated in future land 
use plans unless motorcyclists insist that it be — and that means effective insistence. 

Not knowing how to go about saving the land for the sport, but knowing it 
somehow had to be done, I recently cleared my desks of Cycle News business 
intending to devote a year to finding some answers. First I joined the Motorcycle 
Industry Council and applied for a job on their Land Use Committee. The LUC is 
where the action is in motorcycling today. It is the only organization working for the 
interests of all off-road motorcyclists in the nation. Whatever the future of 
motorcycle sport turns out to be like, will be to a large extent dependent upon the 
efforts of MICLUC this year, (coincidentally, MICLUC is the Eskimo word for Gung 
Ho, meaning pull together and tie that bear). 

The Land Use Committee gave MIC a good answer to the problem that it will take 
a full year to get working. It is simply to correct and coordinate all the diverse 
political and administrative connections among motorcycle enthusiasts in every little 
town and county, all the way up to State level, under the direction of full-time staff 
coordinators employed by the state dealer associations. This is essentially what 
California has going for it under the part-time direction of Russ Sanford, who is 
dividing his time between Motorcycle Owners, Riders & Enthusiasts and MIC 
business. 

What the MIC’s answer requires, of course, is at least one enthusiast in every locale 
who will make it his or her business to know what is going on at city hall. In 
California a housewife became concerned that her kids wouldn't have any place to 
ride their trail bikes. So she went to the parks department of her town only to meet 
with the usual runaround and rejection. Finally she appealed to a sister-in-law who 
happened to work in the city government as a secretary. Only through the inside 
influence of this relative was she able to reach some officials on a person-to-person 
basis and persuade them to provide a place for children to ride. Now a huge 
recreational park program is under way in her area and several anti-motorcycle laws 
have been nipped in the bud, thanks to one person’s intelligent determination. 

There are hundreds of people in motorcycling who happen to play golf with a 
county commissioner, or know which councilman rides a trailbike, or perhaps went 
to school with the District Ranger. It is a sorry commentary on the democratic 
system that it is often times only through such connections that the offical’s mind 
can be reached. 

Under this plan, the MIC is the volunteer fire department, rushing in 1 to help local 
citizens fight their conflagrations. Most problems are the result of official ignorance 
and panic. They can be nipped in the bud usually just by simple self-policing. If we 
learn of the problem too late, and by the time a public hearing is announced, it is 
often too late, all the volunteer fire department can do is spit on the ashes. That is 
why a “distant early warning system” is vital to the survival of motorcycling, 
consisting of thousands of enthusiasts all over the nation, acting as lobbyists in their 
locales, available to devote a day or two a year, possibly, to putting out brushfires 
that threaten the trails where they ride. Want to volunteer to be a part of this DEW 
line? Start by writing to, or better, visiting your local city councilman and/or county 
commissioner and/or District Ranger and tell them you are interested in any 
consideration of motorcycle recreation in their agendas. Get on their mailing lists. 
Chat up their secretaries. Find out what church your man attends and worship there 


EDITORIAL 


Dist. 37 Forced Into Action

The action taken by the Dist. 37 Competition Committee on May 13, resulting in 
the disqualification of four class B enduro riders, uncovered a contradiction 
between 37’s rules and club policies. 

The rule, which states that all riders leaving on the same minute as an A rider must 
ride as an A, was unknowingly violated by Robert Jansen, Tom Cabranza, Greg Ekins 
and Tom Sawyer. A protest was filed and upheld. 

Because of this upheld rule, a club’s policy of "drawing for starting numbers 
indiscriminately” can and has, resulted in a disqualification of a B rider who 
happened to draw a starting time which already included an A rider. He’s disqualified 
before he starts, not by his own action, but by a club’s policy. 

Several paths are open, then, to prevent this situation from occurring again and 
one plan of action must be taken immediately to insure that all riders competing do 
so under the rules. These courses of action are: 

Proposition A — Abolish the rule. 

Proposition B — Retain the rule but avoid “mixing” A and B riders. This can be 
done but making it policy that whenever an A or B rider is first to be assigned a 
number, no member of another class can be given that same number. 

Proposition C — Same as Prop. B but going one step further in that separate 
drawings for the A riders and the B riders are held. 

Each proposition will eliminate the problem which currently exists, but one holds 
the most merit, we believe. 

Following the course set by Prop. A would insure continuation of the status quo — 
“without penalization.” But, if this were done, those B riders riding with A's would 
hold a distinct advantage over other B competitors and this is what the rule was 
designed to prevent. Prop. B would be the fairest to all riders concerned in getting 
the lowest starting number. Prop. C would be the best possible, however, and we 
believe this for several reasons. 

First, it would allow each class of riders to compete entirely against itself. Second, 
it would allow the A riders to be selected first, giving them the lowest numbers — 
something for which they have been asking for a long time and we believe they 
deserve. And this would lead to the third point; it would prevent those early 
"bottlenecks" at areas where A riders can get through more quickly than the 
less-experienced B riders. And fourth, it would give an incentive for B riders to 
improve so that they, too, could “get those low numbers.” 

The problem is now in the open, and it's up to the Rules Committee and the 
individual clubs to decide which 1s best. No matter which solution is enacted, it must 
be done soon before any other rider is disqualified because of the policy of a 
sponsoring club. 


CLARK RESIGNS FROM AMA 

Tom Clark has announced his 
resignation from the position of 
Director of Professional Racing of the 
AMA. He served as department head of 
the Professional Racing Department 
since September, 1968. 

Clark has resigned his staff position 
with the AMA to serve as Vice President 
in charge of sales at Rokon, Inc. 

He described his departure from the 
Worthington, Ohio, based association as 

“very harmonious.” He also explained 
that the primary reason for leaving was 
“My own financial future.” Sa

FORGIVE US OUR TRESPASSES 

If motorcycling were a religion (and sometimes I think it probly is) Robert L. 
Hicks would be its High Priest. Hicks publishes New England Trail Rider, the bible of 
off-road recreation, out of a garret over his garage in Danvers, Massachusetts. But 
most of the time he can be found steering his cobby 500cc special through the forest 
with amazing grace. Growing up in the heavily populated commonwealth a few miles 
away from Walden Pond, he became an advocate of ecology before there was a word 
for it. But ecology, to Hicks, includes trail motorcycles. Trail riders, in Hicks words, 
are “woods-wise. We cover a lot of ground and leave it better than we found it. We 
ride on trails that existed, some of them, before automobiles, and on old logging 
roads and abandoned township roads that link up most of New England." 

The trails Hicks and his desciples ride are not on any maps but theirs. They are 
compiling a master map of Massachusetts bike trails from the personal knowledge of 
dozens of riders all over the state. "When the state asks where are all these trails that 
bikies ride," Hicks says, '*we'l be ready to show them." Already the largest 
horseman's association in Massachusetts has asked Hicks to help them lay out a cross 
country ride for the hayburners. 

Hicks has deduced that cross-country trail riding is where off-road motorcycling is 
really at. “With only 2% of the state’s recreational land, we can have over a thousand 
miles of trails," he announced recently. But until state sanction of the motorcycle 
recreational trails, through a commission of which Hicks is a member, most riding 
takes place on or very close to private land, which is jealously guarded as only New 
Englanders can. Bikers constantly come in contact with other citizen owners and 
users of undeveloped land, what Hicks calls “the interface" where bikies and 
non-bikies need all their manners and civilization to avoid running over each other’s 
toes. 

I got the chance to watch Hicks at work proselytizing for motorcycling as he went 
about marking the course for the Berkshire Trials — a series of racing tests connected 
by a 360 mile enduro. Each time we passed a dwelling in the woods, he slowed down 
and waved to whatever faces might be at the window. He and Al Eames, a local 
resident of the Berkshires, had taken the trouble to visit and know all the people 
along the route. One, a famous playwrite, had his lawyers contact Hicks wanting to 
know what this “race’’ was all about. Although the 24 mph course went around the 
playwrite’s property, Eames visited the writer and cooled him out — another small 
step for motorcycling. It is through thousands of such steps that motorcycling in 
Massachusetts has advanced to where it is now the envy of all New England. In New 
York state, where off-road motor recreation is completely banned by law, enthusiasts 
are trying to copy the Massachusetts example and get some trails opened. 

Hicks has spearheaded the organization of New England Trail Riders, a 2,000 
strong association dedicated to the preservation of the enduro sport. Rules are rigid, 
and designed to prevent the non-woodswise riders from messing everything up. 
Members are required to attend an enduro school before they can enter an event. 
“They may not be woodswise when they finish the school,” Hicks comments, “but 
at least they have some idea how to get through an enduro and not clutter up the 
trail with their bikes and bodies." 

Hicks is nearly as parochial about his motorcycle efforts as Walden's Thoreau, who 
upon being urged to see more of the world remarked, “I have travelled a good deal in 
Concord." Hicks at least has been to Spain and Germany for the 6-Days Trial. I asked 
if he would consent to travelling at MIC expense to help organize similar trail rider 
associations around the nation, and he said he would. Now all that remains, 
apparently, is for local trail enthusiasts to organize like the New England Trail Riders 
and contact me care of Cycle News headquarters to set up a seminar with Bob Hicks. 
And, of course, convincing the MIC that it is in the Industry's best interest to foment 


this. 
THE HARD ANSWERS 

These are the answers that I have found for the most vital question of motorcycle 
land use. They are not easy answers, but then it is not an easy question. They answer 
the question at the grass roots, where it is hoped a few activist bikers grow.

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SCTA Stages‘Bear’ Of A Trials 


By John Adcox 

BIG BEAR, CAL., May 22-23, 1971 — 
The 3rd annual SCTA 2-day trials was 
held at the Horse Springs campgrounds 
near Big Bear Lake. Another trials club 
was disappointed to learn that their area 
in the Las Padres National Forest had to 
be discarded because of an insurance 
clause. This was reason enough for the 
SCTA to select Big Bear as a site for 
their 2-day trials. 

After meeting with George Kenline, 
Roger Russell (an old motorcycle rider 
himself) and Dave Nelson of the forest 
service, all worries ended. After many 
such meetings describing the kind of 
riding and what type of terrain trials 
requires, the officials were more than 
glad to help in any way possible as long 
as a few common sense rules were 
adhered to, such as, impounding of the 
bikes prior to the start for spark arrester 
inspection, and inspection of the loop 
and each section to determine ecological 
damage to the forest. Many of the 


sections were in gullies and over rocks, 
so this type of section caused no 
damage to the soil at all. 

The first day found the riders going 3 
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ENTRY $43.02 


five-mile ai t 11 sections. The 
second day only two loops were run 
with the sections in the same area but 
changed and in some cases a comple 
new section was laid out. 

There were 111 riders from all parts 
of the southland representing five trials 
clubs and two riders made the trip out 
from Colorado to represent the Rocky 
Mountain Trials Association (RMTA). 

This trials was an exception as all 
riders rode the same loop going through 
the same sections. In this manner, the 
top Amateurs can compare their efforts 
to those of the Masters and Experts. It 
is one way to find out just “how good is 
a Master’’, and they found out on some 
tough sections. 

Section 2 was set up on the side of a 
hill. The entrance took you between a 
couple of 10 foot boulders down the 
hill and a quick left turn in soft sand at 
the bottom and then straight back up 
the hill over some rocks and loose dirt 
to the section end card. The hill, taken 
too fast, would send you out of bounds. 
The second day, it was even steeper 
with an even tighter right turn at the 
bottom, an excellent trap to improve 
rider and test machine. 

Section 3’s first obstacle was a two 
foot ledge to jump without getting 
caught in the middle. It then took a 
quick right turn down into a crevice, 
then up upon an overhang and on 
through a tight squeeze between a 
40-foot cliff and a big tree. Some master

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mind went to work on this section, for 


the next day and was able to retain the 
original section but this time after you 
managed to squeeze between the tree 
and cliff, the tightest left turn of both 
days existed and headed you back the 
way you came and exited to the right of 
the entrance. 

Section 4 started off camber and 
took a right turn up a hill, The loose 
rock at the corner caused one dab but 
usually most took “3’s” and 
dog-paddled their way on through the 
section. 

Section 8 was similar to 4 except 
longer, more rocks, and looser ground. 
It proved to be the doing in of some 
riders who did not bother to make sure 
which way it turned at the top as more 
than a few took the wrong exit. 

The “roller coaster”, as section 10 
was dubbed, was a series of ups and 
downs which snaked their way from one 
side of a loose soiled gulley to the other. 
One of the few traps without rocks. 

The final section, 11, proved to be a 
real test for the Masters. It was the only 
section Master winner Rich Bledsoe did 
not clean every time. He took 1 clean 
and a couple of ''1's", which were the 
only points he was assessed with all 
day Saturday. 

Bledsoe walked away with top honors 
dropping only 12 points for the 2 days. 
The next 4 places were each separated 
by 3 points with Kevin Walker in 2nd 
with 27, Bob Nichelsen 30, Bob Grove 
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33, and the RMTA rider Elliott Schultz 
36. 

The Expert class scores were what 
was to be expected with 1st place 
Stephen Martin being assessed 51 points 
and 2nd place Dewayne Blazer losing 
56. 

The Amateur clas saw Jack 
Armstrong with 63 points for Ist. 

The class often overlooked is the kids 
class, 14 years and under. This class has 
produced some excellent trialsmen, such 
as Jeff Koskie who earned Master at 16 
after a short tour through the Expert 
ranks, and Mark Miriani who turned 
Expert at 13. 

The kids ran 4 loops of 5 sections the 
first and second day, except someone 
went out and changed the sections 
around. The overall winner for both 
days was Randy Radar who lost only 7 
points compared to 25 dropped by 2nd 
place Joe Martin and 28 points against 
3rd place Dwaine Walters.

CONNECTICUT HELMET 
REPEAL AWAITS 
GOVERNOR'S SIGNATURE 


In what may be viewed as a major 
precedent, a bill repealing Connecticut’s 
four-year-old mandatory motorcycle 
safety helmet statute has reached the 
desk of Governor Thomas J. Meskill, 
following passage by both houses of the 
state's legislature. 

If approved by Governor Meskill, the 
repeal measure will cap a massive 
campaign effort by the Connecticut 
Motorcycle Association (CMA) under 
the direction of Donald Pittsley, Rufus 
C. Rose, and the AMA's legilative 
department. 

While the bill rests on Governor 
Meskill's desk awaiting his signature, 
Douglas Toms of the Federal 
Department of Transportation has 
attempted to influence the Governor's 
decision. In a telegram dated May 24, 
Toms has again threatened withholding 
of Federal highway funds if the bill is 
signed. 

Chet Winter, Director of Legislation 
of the AMA, commenting on the 
attempted federal intervention, has 
stated, "I view Mr. Toms' telegram as 
undue coercion attempting to reverse 
legitimate democratic processes, and an 
indication of Federal contempt for the 
law-making abilities of our 
representatives on the state level."

GARDENA, CAL., May 28, 1971 — 
While most of the troops headed East 
for the Memorial Day weekend tour of 
half-milers, a small group showed up 
tonight for the weekly Friday night 
half-mile at Ascot Park and even the 
small numbers still produced a great 
night for racing. : 

Expert John Hateley (Tri), one of 
only seven Experts to compete, had to 
hold off Junior Loyal Penn (Tri) for 13 
of the 15-lap combined Ex/Jr. Main 
before going on to win handily when 
Penn went down on turn two. 

Penn had taken the lead from the 
start and was holding Hateley at bay 
until John, who won the trophy dash 
earlier, shot past on lap four. From that 
point, the duo diced away for the point 
position while pulling away from the 
rest of the pack. 

On the 12th tour of the course, going 
into turn two, Penn slipped out of the 
groove and slowed down as he fought to 
retain control He did, but this set up 
the fall at the same place on the next 
go-around which left Hateley with a 
half-lap lead. 

The Novice Main had to be the most 


exciting as Steve Nichols (Yam) blasted 
to the lead with Scott Brelsford (Bul) 
charging in second. On lap two the duo 
exchanged positions only to re-exchange 
on the next lap. Then, to continue the 
process, Scott again took the lead on lap 
three and began to slowly pull ahead. 

With a fair lead built up, Brelsford 
began to cool off his throttle and 
Nichols appeared to be unable to make 
up the lost ground until the 7th lap 
when he moved up to Scott’s rear 
wheel. That’s when the real race began. 

Out of turn four and toward the 
white flag, Nichols went high and 
Brelsford was able to shut the door as 
the pair hit turn one. Steve caught the 
inside lane out of turn two but was 
again held off as they blasted down the 
back straight and into turn three. 

This time, Steve had his eye on the 
fastest line and got it — the inside of 
Brelsford and the two came out of turn 
four with Scott holding a slim lead; but, 
it was getting smaller as they horsed it 
to the checkered. 

Steve pulled up almost even with 
Scott as they crossed the line but 
Brelsford still had about a foot lead and 
was given the win.

SEHL CASHES IN ON $15,000 PURSE 


NEW YORK, N.Y., May 28, 1971 — 
The Yamaha cup series finally came out 
from under the roof of indoor racing 
and raced under the stars at famous 
Roosevelt Raceway in Long Island, New 
York. 

The trotter horse half-mile may never 
be the same as New York City area folks 
got their first taste of professional 
motorcycle racing and it was at its near 
best. 

The event was billed as a non-ntional 
event with a $15,000 price tag and 
crowd estimates ranged all the way from 
20,000 to 30,000 people filling the huge 
stands and the area in front for price 
tages of $5 and $7 each. 

Roosevelt Raceway is a beautiful 
layout with a rubber base covered with 
a thin layer of sand. An afternoon long 
practice session found that the riders 
liked the track better with the sand 
swept to the outside by the spinning 
wheels and full bore slides at over 90 
per. 

Trying to find the right combination 
on a type of track never before run was 
the big problem. The end results proved 
that the Harley-Davidson riders enjoyed 
the Yamaha sponsored benefit to the 
greatest degree. 

Cal Rayborn was the fastest qualifier 
and was joined by two more Milwaukee 
750's for the six rider trophy dash. 
However, in the heat races Yamaha won 
two out of three with Keith Mashburn 
and Jimmy Odom showing the way. The 
lone Harley heat win came from Ohio's 
Larry Darr. 

Then the Harley boys got the feel of 
things with Dave Sehl, third in his heat 
race, coming on strong to capture the 
dash event over Mashburn, Rayborn, 
Jody Nicholas, Rex Beauchamp and Jim 
Rice. 

Sehl, the hot and cold running 
Canadian who now races out of Atlanta, 
Ga., was now ready to do the job in the 
20-lap final. He did a job on the other 
11 riders, jumping into second behind 
Darr on the second lap and then taking 
the lead on the 10th round and winning 
going away. 

Darr held second with rookie Expert 
Rex Beauchamp holding off repeated 
bids by Gene Romero for third spot. 
The 1-2-3 Harley sweep is the best yet 
recorded by their new 750's in a major 
event. 

Sehl picked up over $4,100 for his 
efforts, his largest payday to date and 
the largest non-national pickup in racing 
thus far. Darr was right at the $3000 
mark for second place. 

Forty-six Experts tried for the 36 
heat race spots and very few of the top 
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rated riders in the nation were missing. 
The Junior division missed a great race 
when American’s best Junior, Gary 
Scott, arrived too late to enter. 

The show was saved by New York 
motocrosser turned flat tracker, Jim 
Weinert on a Triumph. Jim had a clutch 
go out on the line in the heat and had to 
start in the back to finally take a closing 
second with some wild slides in the 
turns. 

The final was to be a match between 
Weinert and Canadian Maurice Fraser. 
But Weinert and four other riders were 
too eager on three occasions before the 
flag dropped and half of the field 
started on the third row penalty line. 

Fraser, as expected, took the lead 
with Weinert coming strong to take over 
third on lap two and a distant second on 
the next lap. The two Triumph riders 
then ran away from the other 10 with 
Fraser leading until his engine quit on 
lap nine, dropping him out of the race. 
The New Yorkers then cheered Weinert 
the rest of the way to the finish line. 

An inexperienced small field of 
Novice riders, who showed they still 
have much to learn about racing, were 
on hand for four qualification heat races 
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in the afternoon and two regulation 
heat events in the evening. They opened 
the show with three riders promptly 
falling off in the first lap of the first 
heat race. 

Steve Hannagan from Illinois was not 
only the sharpest appearing rider but 
easily the class of the questionable field 
of first year professionals. He wheeled 
his Bultaco into the lead from the start 
and was never in danger of losing the 
win. Don Hedgebeth, on a Yamaha, 
turned in the fastest heat race win but 
ran second all the way in the too-long 
Novice final. 

The overall response by the track 
owners and fans was 100% for more 
racing with the date, probably a 







national, being worked out for next 
season. 

Intermission was highlighted by the 
appearance of Steve Droste, Waterloo, 
Iowa, who jumped first six and then 
finally seven cars — without the benefit 
of a landing ramp on the far side of the 
jump! He used a Yamaha 360 for what 
appears to be a topper to the Evel 
Knievel ramp to ramp act. 

The more than 20,000 people who 
turned out, breaks the 17,200 mark for 
New York cycle racing set last January 
at Masion Square Garden and is another 
feather in the promoting hat of 
California’s Don Brymer who was again 
grinning from ear to ear after the event.

Fierce Competition 


Dominates AFM National

VACAVILLE, CAL., May 23, 1971 — 
The weather was hot, spectator 
attendance low, and the rider turn out 
only moderate, most of the southern 
riders opting to ride local events. But, 
what could potentially have been a 
disaster for the AFM and race promoter 
Floyd Busby, Weekend Racer 
Promotions, proved to be one of the 
finest day’s of racing ever seen on the 
Vacaville road rouse as the top Northern 
California road racers vied for National 
points in both the Grand Prix and 
Production classes. 

With things getting off to a slow start, 
the course having had to be shortened 
due to bad track conditions, the pace 
quickly changed in the first race with 
John Scarfire and Tom Cleghorn 
running away from the field in a 
side-by-side duel up until the last lap, 
when Cleghorn experienced mechanical 
difficulties on the back part of the 
course, leaving Scarfire to breeze home 
a country mile in front. 

With Scarfire and Cleghorn setting an 
early pace, the remainder of the day was 
filled with wheel to wheel racing and 
last lap decisions. 

Dave Scott had his usual way in the 
250 Combined GP, taking and easy win 
once he broke clear of the field. Behind 
him were Jerry Gordon and Tom 
Cleghorn, or Tom Cleghorn and Jerry 
Gordon; you can take your pick as these 
two riders held it together for the entire 
race before Gordon slipped inside 
Cleghorn in the final turn and out 
dragged him to the checker for second 
place. Scott took the win on his very 
rapid 125cc Dunsco special. 

In the 250 GP, it was again the same 
script. The first lap had Summers, John 
Green and Jerry Greene. The half-way 
mark had John Green out in front, 
followed by Summers and Greene. The 
smooth riding Jerry was first at the 
checker with Summers being chased by 
John Green for second and third in that 
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order. 

When the 500-Open GP came to the 
line, no one knew what to expect, 
except that the odds on favorite was the 
Suzuki team of Grant and Baumann. 
Grant posted entry and, although 
limping badly with the use of a cane, let 
everyone know he has no thoughts of 
letting up on the oppostion as he took 
the win from a close friend, Baumann, 
on the final round. Baumann led from 
the second lap until the last lap, but 
there is only one that really matters. It’s 
good to see Grant back from such a 
terrible injury. 

The fans had a treat in store for them 
in the 350 GP event. Dick Hammer, 
former AMA National No. 16 and long 
time iron man of AMA road racing, 
came out of semi-retirement to zap the 
troops handily on his steady Yamaha. 
He hasn't forgotten how! 

The wildman team of 
Hummer/Gulbranson hurled their H-D 
powered rig around the course with 
such ferocity, the outcome was never in 
doubt in the sidecar class, which was 
determined by overall finishing in two 
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heats. The McNeal/Crabb team scared 
everyone for a few minutes when they 
skidded off the track as they entered 
the front straight, running head long 
into the steel guardrail. McNeal hit a 
two. foot diameter retaining pole head 
first and was knocked unconscious for a 
few moments but is alright. 

The four cylinder 750 Hondas are 
quite popular among the sidecar buffs, 
and to stand behind the starting line 
when a bunch of them light up is to 
enjoy a sight and sound here to fore 
known only among the dragster set. 
Unbelievable! 

The Production races were as hotly 
contested, if not more so, as were the 
GP events. Rod Schoenlank did a

Rick Tarver and Greg Zodrow’s 
Yamahas in the first and second motos. 
Due to mechanical difficulties there 
were only three remaining bikes in the 
175 class for the third moto so they ran 
with the ‘big ones’. This is how 
Pomeroy got off bad as he was bumped 
hard by one of the larger machines, but 
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fantastic job in the Open Production 
and Open GP events riding the same 
production 750 Honda 4, and with 
western bars, street tires and all! He 
would hang up everything imaginable 
going through turn nine and onto the 
front stright. 

Much credit must go to the AFM and 
Weekend Racer Promotions for pulling 
things together, and to the riders who 
gave it all for a very exciting day, and 
fitting performance for a National 
event. It's too bad the ACA and AFM 
races had to conflict with each other, 
for who knows what could have 
happened had the north met the south 
under such spirited conditions.

Fast time of the night was turned in 
by Junior rider Alan Hemstreet (H-D) 
with a sizzling 19.55. His time was a full 
Yà second faster than the second fastest

Expert time was logged by Pat 
Marinacci (Tri) — 19.74, just edging

(Tri) who both clocked 19.83. 

Emil Ahola (Tri) showed some real 
gutsy riding in the Expert class. In his 
heat race, Ahola was riding third when 
he went down half way through the 
north turn. By the time he had his 
scooter restarted, he was more than a 
half lap behind the last rider. With his 
army of fans cheering him on, Emil 
really put on some moves to get up for 
fifth. He then won his semi to get a 
place in the back row for the main. 

The Expert Main was a real cardiac 
case. Dick Waller (Tri), who has been 
doing some hot riding lately, got his 
front row seat by winning a sterling duel 
with McLeod, the Expert Trophy Dash 
winner, in their heat. In the main, 
Waller charged from fourth to take the 
lead from John Bromley (H-D) on lap 
five.

AUSTIN, TI , May 23, 1971 — Honda 
rider Willard Kelley of Austin took four 
out of four at today's Sportsman 
Half-Mile at Manor Downs by winning 
both heat and final in the 200cc and 
Open classes.

CLEMENTS: CLOSEST TO ZION AT CMC-UTAH MX

ZION NATIONAL PARK, May 30, 
1971 — Bill Clements whomped every 
one so bad it wasn’t funny. During a 
race, knowledgeable spectators cross a 
track after the last guy has passed. On 
the L-D Ranch today, people would 
wait until Clements would come by and 
then cross, confident that nobody 
would be coming for a while. 

Billy is still pretty lousy on his starts, 
at least for someone who wins all the 
time. Out of six motos, he got only one 
decent start. 

His worst start was in the first 500 
race: John DeSoto and Tim Hart put 
their Maicos up front but within 
moments Bryar Holcomb put his 
square-barreled monster in second. 
DeSoto was running away, as usual. 
After a single lap, Clements had come 
from nowhere and nearly everyone 
backed a notch. They both disappeared 
behind trees and bushes for a few turns 
and when they appeared, Billy was right 
on his tail. As they both entered the 
narrow choppy straight full bore, 
Clements sat back on the rear wheel and 
screwed on every horse Edison Dye 
could import. The pits whooped and 
hollered and he passed DeSoto as if 
John had stomped the wrong lever. 

Half a lap. later, John stuck a piston 
and went home. 

In an earlier clash, the 250 Experts, 
DeSoto and. Dave Smith led the 
17-year-old at the start. DeSoto never 
finished the first lap when his ignition 
puked about the same spot his 400 
broke; Smith dropped his a lap later. 

For Billy, this race, like the rest, 
would be simply a matter of getting 
through the field and battling fatigue. 
Bill had his leg smacked a good one in a 
tangle with DeSoto two weeks earlier. 
Tendons were torn and it was nearly a 
week before he could walk. Some folks 
thought he was riding with a broken leg. 
The high altitude (6,000 feet) caught 
most riders short of breath after a 
couple of minutes racing, but smart 
Billy would cushion himself with a big 
lead immediately. 

.The kid from Pasadena could have 
sandbagged in his last motos but he 
doesn't know how. Besides, he's turned

Bryar Holcomb did a splendid job. If 
one finds it possible to put Clements 
out of the mind, Holcomb looks quite 
good with two overall seconds.

DUARTE, CALIF., May 30, 1971 — The Pasadena M.C. staged the 25th 
annual Greenhorn Enduro this weekend and they went all out to make it 
one of the best ever. Ironically, they drew a smaller entry than they have 
in any recent years. Entries came from all over the country from riders 
whose big ambition is to finish this pretigious event, but, like the 
prophet who is without honor in his own town, the Pasadena club found 





itself unsupported by the riders in its own southern California area. A 
mere 380-odd riders signed up to ride the 500 mile National. 


The Pasadena Club’s unforgivable sin 
in the eyes of the southern Californians 
was to require street-legal bikes so that 
they could duplicate as much as possible 
the runs of earlier years on their Silver 
anniversary. This isn’t such an unusual 
or difficult requirement; the rest of the 
world has been requiring street-legal 
equipment for enduros for years and 
most bikes can be made minimally legal 
without either much work or money. A 
license plate, stop lights, muffler, a toy 
bulb horn and a $2.00 mirror will 
suffice. But southern California riders, 
like dinosaurs, find it difficult to adapt 
to a changing environment. 

Staging area for the run was the home 
E of the big sleds, BSA-Triumph Corp. in 

Duarte, which is just on the outskirts of 
Pasadena. If anyone thought about 
running an open expansion chamber, he 
quickly abandoned the idea becasue the 
run started off down Foothill Blvd. and 
then went over some residential street 
to Highway 39. A few riders found they 
were already in trouble. With close-ratio 
gearboxes on small bikes, they had a 
practical speed range of between 20 and 
40 mph. The scheduled speed up 
Highway 39 was 36 mph which really 
required a top speed in the 
neighborhood of 60 mph to maintain. 
They were late before they ever got off 
the asphalt. 

About 10 miles up, the course left 
the highway for dirt roads and wound 
about 80 miles through the forest with 
schedules of mostly 24 mph. For many 
riders, the fire roads were a novel 
experience and they found the steep 
dropoffs somewhat intimidating. With a 

| turn about every 100 yards (usually 
hairpin) lots of rocks and the 
ever-present cliff to one side, averaging 
24 mph wasn’t really easy, although 
those used to fireroads didn’t have any 
problems. A few northern 
California-types, who are used to 
holding 24 mph over trails, found it 
duck soup. Eventually the course left 
the forest, passed through Pearblossom, 
| and went off cross-country toward Four 
Corners. 

| just out of Pearblossom there is a 
canyon that the Pasadena Club really 
likes. They used it going both ways last 
year and this year. The canyon is filled 
with deep, powdery sand, has lots of 
sharp turns and a few choice rocks. With 
more than two riders in the canyon, 
visability becomes non-existant and 
even breathable air is scarce. From the 
canyon up to Four Corners and then on 
to Red Mountain, the going was fairly 
easy desert trails, but with constantly 
high schedules. 

Beyond Four Corners there was a 
rocky section that tended to act as a 
separator. It separated men from boys,

boys from machines and parts from 
motorcycles. Quite a few bikes went in 
street legal and came out desert sleds. 
They did however, leave out a 
particularly miserable canyon that was 
included in this section last year. After 
the rocks they went over that nice trail 
through the pennacles and down into 
Ridgecrest for the overnight stop. 

So far the riders had covered 250 
miles and most were about as tired as 
anybody can get and still remain on 
their feet. They headed toward the 
designated camping area that had 
thankfully been placed some distance 
from the carnival. Sleep was urgently 
required. But for many riders, there 
wasn’t to be any sleep for quite a while 
as they struggled to repair bent and 
broken scooters so they could continue 
the run on Sunday. Ridgecrest is a 
friendly town for bike riders and several 
of the shops stayed open to help riders 
that needed it. My Sachs broke at 
Pearblossom so I was out of the two-day 
event, but could compete in the 
Sunday-only class if I could get it fixed. 
I hunted frantically for some Sachs 
parts but the only dealer who handled 
Sachs was one who had closed early. 
But the dealer at Mahoney's Shop sent 
me over to see a young fellow named 
Mike Franich who tore down one of his 
own bikes to lend me the parts I need — 
half of the rear hub assembly. All he 
asked was that I return them after the 
race. It's nice to get to places like that. 
There aren't very many of them any 
more. 

Sunday started with sleepy, 
*xhausted riders trying to spark some 
mthusiasm for another 250 miles of 

Sunday started with sleep, exhausted 
riders trying to spark some enthusiasm 
for another 250 miles of riding. About 
100 riders had dropped out by this 
time. Some. were replaced by 
Sunday-Only riders (like me) but there 
were lots of number with only one or. 
two riders. To start off there was an 
easy trail with a 24 mph schedule for 

a

about 20 miles. No problem. Then the 
gas stop at Garlock road and the 
schedule jumped to 30 mph.We thought 
that was going to be a dirt road section 
but the arrows led us right into some 
really nasty deep sand whoop-de-doos. 
Anyone who doesn't think enduros are 
races ought to try to hold 30 mph over 


‘that kind of terrain. If you could hold 


that schedule, you could win your class 
in most desert events. Fortunately the 
schedule dropped to 18 mph for about 
10 minutes over a rocky section which 
gave us slowpokes a chance to make up 
a minute or two. Then it was back up to 
30 for theremainder of the trip into 
Four Corners. 

The course from Four Corners to 


- Pearblossom was almost the same as 


Saturday's. Quite a lot of road with fast 
but easy-to-keep schedules. And that 
powder canyon. But the canyon wasn't 
too long and there was lunch waiting in 
Pearblossom. One easy rest hour and 
then a mere 2% hours more of riding in 
beautiful Angeles National Forest. 

The veteran enduro riders got back 
into their Barbour suits in Pearblossom, 
knowing it would be chilly in the 
mountains toward the end of the day, 
but some desert racers elected to 
continue riding in their normal 
sweatshirts and Levis. They were in for 
a surprise. As we climbed into the 
mountains, it became progressively colder 
and colder. It also became darker as the 
sun went down and fog settled on the 
mountains. It started drizzling. By the 
time we hit the 18 mph section, 
visibility wasn't much more than 10 
feet. You were into the turns before 
you ever saw them. Trying to hold the 
schedule became quite dangerous 
because of the possibility of going over 
a cliff or running over a slower rider. 
The markers were invisible in the fog 
and whenever you had gone for a while 
without seeing either markers or other 
riders, anxiety born of fatigue, chill, 
loneliness and fear of going over a cliff, 
or spending the night lost and cold 
would start up. Then you'd overtake 
another rider (or be overtaken) or catch 
a glimpse of a marker and everything 
would be all right for another few 
minutes. 

Eventually we got back to the 
pavement, Route 39. 10 miles to go, 36 
mph schedule and (for me) 7 minutes 
late. Time to play road-racer on wet 
pavement with knobby tires and Sunday 
evening traffic. The CHP is out there 
doing its thing and its got somebody 
with a number plate pulled over so I’m 
lucky. He can’t do anything about me. 
Up to the finish line at 6:01, one 
minute late. Could be worse. 

Talking to the riders after the event, 
it seemed that most everyone

the forest part. The Pasadena Club has 
one whale of an organizational job to do 
for a run of this scope and they do it 
very well. Riders carry their own time 
cards and turn them in at the end of 
each section which cuts down on the 
number of complaints. Maps are 
funished for the use of the riders and pit 
crews, as are nicely printed schedules. 
Course marking, a big problem in past 
years, was quite good this year. A few 
places in the Sunday morning section 
could have stood a few more arrows or a 
bit of lime, particularly one trail 
intersection which had red ribbon going 
both ways! If you happened to pck the 
wrong way, it only took a couple 
moments to realize your mistake (the 
other ribbon was obviously older and 
sparse) but a couple of cardboard 
arrows would have helped. The simple 
fact that some 250 riders managed to 
fiind their way over 480 miles of 
mountain and desert is in itself a tribute 
to the marking job. It takes a whole lot 
of hours. 

The only complaints that I heard 
concerned the measurement accuracy 
which might not have been quite up to 
the standards of the rest of the run. 
Sunday distance between Four Corners 
and Pearblossom was either in error or 
was run with the world’s fastest 
speedometer. Mileage was running 
somewhat over 20% faster than on my 
VDO rear wheel driven speedo! My 
guess is that whoever measured the 
section had his speedo calibrated for a 
21-inch wheel, but he was running a 
19-inch wheel. In any event, the mileage 
through that section seemed consistent

and it was the same for everyone, but 
its tough to try to make that 
much compensation. 

So many riders seemed to be doing 
well that it's impossible to try to pick a 


winner. The results will be out in a 
couple weeks. Several teams made 
organized efforts including the Filtron 
team with stars Dave Ekins and Dean 
Goldsmith and Bob Staffan and the 
Penton team with Doug Wilford, Dick 
and Craig Young, and Gary Calkins. 
Kawasaki was offering quite a lot of 
contingency money for an overall win 
and there seemed to be more Kawasakis 
out there than jackrabbits. Steve Hurd 
was riding one. He makes it look pretty 
good. 

Last year I was bombarded with mail 
when I said that, all things considered, 
the Greenhorn wasn’t all that tough. It’s 
always set up so that there is nothing 
that even a poor rider can’t get over. It 
is not like many enduros where it’s just 
impossible for a poor rider to complete 
the course. But going fast for 11 hours, 
over difficult terrain takes a special 
talent: endurance. That's what the 
Greenhorn is about. And if you want to 
be a winner, add mental endurance 
tothat. Accurate riding for 480 miles. 
Endurance. Greenhorn. It’s one of the 
best. 

No one rides Greenhorn without a pit 
crew. The pit crew has leapfrog ahead of 
the rider and be there with gas when he 
arrives. Most of the pit crews are wives 
and friends who take on the frustrating 
job out of love or friendship and get 
very little for it. Their job is often 
almost as difficult as the rider's because 
to get the trucks to the next stop often 
requires that they drive at 70 or 80 mph 
over bad roads. They get just as tired as 
the riders but they don't get any 
trophies. Any rider that wins a trophy 
should have his pit crew's name 
engraved right alongside his own 
because he wouldn’t have it without his 
pit. Right, Greenhorners? 

A new era of cooperation might be 
dawning. The CERA loaned 12 of its 
members to the Pasadena M.C. for 
checkers. The favor is to be returned on 
the CERA’s Golden Bear Enduro this 
fall. Maybe there’s hope for enduros in 
Southern California afterall.

...Another View of the ‘Horn

DUARTE, VAL., May 29-30, 1971 — 
For a quarter of a century the Pasadena 
M.C. has put on one of the roughest, 
toughest enduros in the country, the 
Greenhorn. This year the club, which 
was established in 1914 celebrates the 
silver anniversary of the ‘Horn, as it is 
lovingly called by man. 

The first Greenhorn, in 1947 had its 
start at Johnson Motors, and now 25 
years later the two-day 500-mile enduro 
moved its start from Pearblossom back 
to BSA, Triumph importer’s parking 
lot. 

In 1947, when Max Bubeck won the 
‘Horn on an Indian four he wound his 
way through the beauty of the Angeles 
National Forest before venturing into 
the hot dry Mojave Desert. This time, 
once again, Greenhorners, after many 
years of starts in the desert dust, were 
treated to the green scenery of the 
forest. Saturday morning was cool and 
damp and the riders enjoyed the 
opportunity to splash through mountain’ 
streams before hitting the desert floor at 
Pearblossom. 

In past years one of the hardest 
things riders had to combat was the heat 
of the Mojave. This year, the entire run 
was cool and windy, and at the finish 
Sunday, riders encountered thick fog 
and a sprinkle of rain as they were 


coming out of the mountains. Several 
riders lost their machines over steep 
dropoffs as they lost control on the 
slippery mountain road. No injuries 
were reported here but one rider was 
seen hanging on for dear life to a small 
tree as his machine bounced to the 
bottom of a 60-foot slope. 

The toll of men and machines that 
fell by the wayside on the 500 miles 
over green mountains and dry brown 
desert was heavy, but for those that 
completed the grind there were big wide 
smiles of pride as they knew that for 
them, win or lose it was a job well done. 

When Max Bubeck won the first 
Greenhorn, he lost 26 points. Last 
year's winner, Bob Steffan, brought his 
Harley in with an identical socre. No 
one, in 25 years has ever zeroed the 
Greenhorn, and perhaps no one ever 
will. John McLaughlin, won in 1952 
with the greatest loss of points of any 
winner with a score of 936 points, and 
in 1949, Doc Trainor won the third 
‘Horn with the best score ever of 993 
points. And this year ... 

At this point no one knows who won, 
but one thing is for certain, whatever his 
name may be, and no matter if his score 
is the highest or lowest in Greenhorn 
lore, it will be a victory earned from 
supreme effort and his name will be 
long remembered.

SWITZER RALLIES TO CHERRY CREEK WIN 


By Terry Newfarmer 
JERICO, UTAH, t Mer 16, 1971 — Only 
170 bent-wheel finisher pins had been 
given out in ten years of racing until this 
year, when the Cherry Creek Hare and 
Hound saw 203 finishers, led home by 
J.N. Roberts’ Mint 400 teammate, Max 
Switzer of Las Vegas, Nev. 

Why so many finishers in a race that 
is regarded as one of the toughest? In 
contrast to earlier years, most of the 
349 riders came set up for 90 miles of 
desert, and downright chilly weather 
lessened both breakdowns and 
exhaustion. 

But the biggest factor was an easier 
course, flawlessly marked with paper 
plates, with the hand of the Bureau of 
Land Management clearly evident in the 
routing. Much of the course followed 
established jeep trails and gully 
bottoms, as opposed to the endless 
ridge-climbing of years past. 

At the request of the sponsoring Salt 
Lake M.C., the BLM changed its 
requirements of a $2000 bond down to 
$250, and it appears that future bonds 
will be based on a $1 per-rider estimate. 
An official of the Utah office of the 
BLM said he watched the race “and I 
was very impressed — this is a legitimate 
use, and I am more concerned about 
hill-climbing by spectators than I am by 
the race itself." 

A lot can happen in 90 miles, and 
most class winners were back in the 
pack at the second check. Don Fuller 
was riding all-out, with a six minute lead 
on his prototype-frame 360 Yamaha, 





ace Preston Gerber took thelead. By 
then Switzer was picking off the 
competition, moving up to 7th place. 

After passing through the pits, a long 





blast across the sage saw Gerber in 
front, trailed by his course-long 
companion, J. Christiansen, then Dennis 
Packard and Switzer. Somehow Fuller 
had got gas, and crashed his way back to 
13th place. But ahead lay the fringes of 
the Jerico Sand Dunes, where the course 
had enough vegetation to hold planning 
speeds down, but not enough to keep 
the sand from being anything but 
bottomless. 

By the check in the middle of the 
sand, Switzer had only Gerber left in 
front, and Fuller was still charging up 
from behind. (Christiansen, 250 leader 
Woody Lawhon and others near the 
front walked out of the sand, as later 
did Fuller.) 


Then out on the sage flat and road 
that was the home stretch, Utah lost its 
bid to win its own famous race for the 
first time in years when Gerber went 
end-over-end in the effort to hold off 
Switzer. 

Bent fork tubes and an injured 
shoulder kept Gerber from getting going 
again until Packard had come by, and 
the battle for overall honors was over. 

Said David Spencer, SLMC race 
chairman: “There were too many 
finishers for a race where the tradition is 
that it’s an accomplishment to finish, 
but I would run the race the same way 
again, because hot weather would have 
made the race twice as tough."
